Judge Advises Crown Ag- 
ent to Investigate Per- 
jury in Evidence 


After deliberating for five-and- 
a-half hours a jury in supreme 
court returned a verdict of guilty 
of shooting with intent to kill 
against Stanley V. Scoble, Coal- 
spur district resident, but recom- 
mended leniency. He was sen- | 
tenced by Mr. Justice T. M. 
Tweedie to one year imprison- | 
ment to date from his arrest on | 
November 7 last. 

Scoble was charged with shoot- 
ing at Arthur P. Rogers, locomotive | 
engineer, following a fight at Coal- 
spur on the night of November 6. 
It was alleged by the crown that 
subsequent to the fight Scoble had | 
shot at Mr. Rogers through the

The gradual deterioration of the 
Indians of the northland -ince the 
advent of the white man and his | 
civilization is the real reason that | 
Indians of the Mackenzie river | 
and Nahanni river areas are now | 
facing starvation, according to | 
Col. James K. Cornwall, D.S.O., 
well known northerner, who has 
just returned to Edmonton from | 
a trip into the barren lands, | 

“It is true that the caribou trek 
this year has not yet brought the! 
animals down as far south as they 
usually come, but in the old days | 
that would have meant nothing at | 
all; the Indians instead of waiting | 


would have gone out and found | 
them,” he said 


LACK STAMINA 


“Failure of the caribou to come | 
south is only one reason of the 
plight of the Indians. There are 
just as many caribou in the coun- 
try as there ever were, but the 
newer breed of Indians haven't got 
the stamina nor the woodcraft of. 
their forefathers and are not as good 
hunters as the old timers,” he said 
“Civilization has softened them up.”

MEDICS CLAIM 


Deaths Among White Po- 
pulation Twice as High 
In East As West 


OTTAWA, Jan. %—The taber- 
culotte death rate among Indians | 
in Canada is 12 times as high as | 
at for the white popelation. 
Primarily due to lack of adequate 
treatment, Dr. G. J. Wherrett, 
secretary of the Canadian Tub- 
@roalesis Association, told the 
Rowell Commission Tuesday. 

Among the white popu n the 
@eath rate in Quebec and the mari- 
time provinces is twice as high as 
that in Ontario and the western 
provinces, due to heavier original 
infection and less done about it in 
the eastern half of the country, he 
said 
GRAVE PROBLEM 

“Tuberculosis in Canada still 
siitutes a grave problem 
Wherrett stated. “It u the greatest 
cause Of death in toe age groups 
from 15 to 4§ and seventh cSuse for 
all ages” 

Hon. N. W. Rowell, commission 
chairman esked whether the more 
protected, civilized environment 
was chiefly responsible for the high 
death rate among Canada’s Indian 
population. 

“That has been given as an ex- 
euse for years for not giving In- 
Gians the s*me tuberculosis treat- 
ment as the whites,” Dr. Wher- 
Fett said. “We believe infection 
rather than environment is the 
chief cause and that if they were 
given the same treatment it could 
be reduced the same way.” 

Dr, Wherrett said the Indian 
death rate would be cut in half in 
15 years. as was done in Ontario 
by applying the same methods as 
applied to whites. The Indian a’- 
fairs department never had funcs 
available to treat Indians to any ex- 
tent although th

the caribou are. The caribou are 
on the move, and they may drift 
down inte the Machensie area tn 
@ month or so. but the Indians 
have to live till then, and they 
are in a bad way. There are no 
caribou this year within one 
hundred miles of Lake Athabasca, 
and they are usually Gown and 
crossing the lake by this time.” 
Col. Cornwall himself saw thous- 
ands of caribou on his trip which 
took him 900 miles northeast of Ed- 
monton to latitude 62 degrees north, 
on the headwaters of the Thelon 
river. 


HUGE HERDS 

“If I saw one I saw one hundred 
thousand caribou,” he said, “but 
there are not many Indians in that 
area. They are all waiting for the 
caribou to come to them instead of 
going out after them as their fore- 
fathers would have done. Physically 
deteriorating fast and 
they are not able to live on the 
bead like the old time Indian 


Bie packs of wolves are follow- 
ing the migrating caribou, said Col 
| Cornwall 

“They are big fellows, too.” he 
said, “and anusually thick, There 
are many big black wolves among 
the bands which are bigger than 
ever. Wolves are about the only 
fur they are getting in the north 
this year as it is a bad fur year. 
There are no rabbits, and when 
there are no rabbite there is no 
fur, just as when there are no 
caribou there is no meat in the 
north.” 

A week ago Col. Cornwall was in 
a deserted Indian camp where th: 
bodies of an old man and an old 
woman had been laid out in a cabi: 
and left by the other members o! 
the tribe who decamped after thc 
old people were stricken with ill- 
ness. 

“There is an epidemic of some 
sort of fever which causes the In- 
dians to break out into a rash like 
| measles,” he said. “Many of them 


| are suffering, and at Fond du Lac 
| about 


thirty have died of the 
disease.” 

Failure of the government offi- 
cials at Ottawa to realize just wha‘ 
is happening to the northern In- 
dians is resulting in their number 
growing less and less each year, said 
Col. Cornwall. 

HASN'T ANY VOTE 

“Ottawa is a long way away, and 
the Indian hasn't any vote. In- 
dian affairs are in charge of an 
appointive civil servant who un- 
fortunately not in full possession 
f all the facts. The Indian is a 
ward of the government and can be 
controlled. He should be moved 
back into the area where game is 
still plentiful, and if this is done 
he has a chance The opening up 
of the country for mining and other 
white man’s activities has driver 
the bou back. and the Indian 
should be moved back with the

caribou so that he can carry on 
like his forefathers. Otherwise it 
won't be long until the Indian In 


the north will be a thing of the 
past.” 
Old time missionaries who have 


spent a lifetime in the north have 
been pressing for this for some 
time, said Col. Cornwall. 

KNOW CONDITIONS 

| “They know conditions and they 
}can tell the story.” he said. “There 


are lots of places where the Indian 
can be concentrated where mest 
and fish is abundant, but unless the 
government in council is prepared 
to give the matter intelligent atten- 
tion and take action, nothing can 
save the Indian. The caribou hasn't 
changed. There are just as many 
caribou today as there ever were 
but the Indian has changed and is 
trying to live like a white man Ags 
a result he is being moved out of 
the picture very rapidly.”

THE UTILITIES 

Edmonton’s five utility enterprises last year 
paid taxes amounting to $636,935 and in addition 
turned over net profits of $475,075. A total of 
$1,112,010 thus went into the city treasury from 
the earnings of these five utilities. 

The general tax levy for the year was 
$2,874,000. The total levy imposed by taxes of 
all kinds, including the supplementary revenue 
tax levied by the province, was $3,695,000 in 
round figures. The utilities thus contributed up- 
wards of one-half as much to the treasury as was 
demanded from property-holders. And upwards 
of one-third as much as the entire amount de- | 
manded in tax levies of all kinds, including the | 
taxes levied on the utilities themselves. 

Quite evidently Edmonton's utilities are doing | 
well by the city financially. Which is of course 
another way of saying that the users of these 
services are paying through the rates charged 
a very substantial part of the revenue collected | 
by the city—about 25 per cent of the total in fact. | 

But for that income the mill-rate on property | 
| 


would stand somewhere around the 70 mark. 
Perhaps it would be well above that mark. 


SOUTH AFRICA TO ARM 

South Africa is launching a defence scheme. 
For several reasons, peculiar significance 
attaches to this item of news. One is imme- | 
diately interesting to Canadians.

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MORE BUYERS 

Canadian manufacturers turned out 28 per 
cent more automobiles last year than in 1936, a | 
total of 207,000 cars. They exported 18 per cent 
more than in the preceding year, shipments 
abroad totalling more than 65,000 units. This 
despite the fact that 20,000 cars were imported 
into Canada last year, against 9,903 the year 
before. 

The automobile industry is one—one of many

THE STREET RAILWAY 
Only one of the city’s utilities lost money last 


year—the street railway. It lost money only 


because it had to pay $120,342 taxes to the city. | 


Disregarding taxes, it had a profit of $21,807. 

These figures suggest strongly that council 
would do well to consider the matter very care- 
fully before raising street railway fares, as 
proposed in Commissioner Gibbs’ report. It has 
been common prectice to refer to the utilities as 
a “group” in calculating their financia! position, 
the idea being that a loss on one should be off- 
set against the profits earned by the others. On 
that basis there is obviously no ground w! 
to raise railway fares, the loss of the raily 
taxes paid—being less than 10 per cent of the 
profits turned in by the other four 

The position of the street railway, taken by 
itself, is by no means alarming. It gave the city 
$120,000 last year, by going $98,000 in debt. The 
city eould pay the debt and still be $21,000 to 
the good. 

To recondition the street railway will, it is 
calculated, require $56,000 per year over a ten- 
year period. If the system were not required to 


pay taxes it could have provided the $96,000 last 
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year by going behind only $35,000. And, with no 
increase at all in revenue, it could in the ten 
years pay the entire cost of reconditioning itself 
by going only $350,000 in the red. 

Edmonton is a growing city. Revenue of the 
street railway, and of each of the other utilities, 
grows with it. The profits of the utility’ group 
for last year were 18 per cent higher than for 
1936. A further increase of the same amount 
in the group profits would give the city twice the 
$56,000 per year required to recondition the 
street railway, over and above the amount turned 
into the treasury last year, with no increase in 


street railway fares and no accumulation of debt.

WHY RECOVERY? 

Wages paid in British Columbia last year, it 
is estimated, reached a total of $150,000,000, The 
population of the province is approximately 
three-quarters of a million. The distribution of 
that huge sum among employees, added to the 
spendings of employers and others who draw 
their incomes from business and investments, 
sufficiently explains the good times now pre- 
vailing across the mountains. 

Where did the money come from, and what 
caused the distribution? The answer is to be 
found in the fact that in 1933 the payrolls totalled 
only $99,000,000. The province contained in that 
year as much real wealth as at present. The 
difficulty was that buyers were scarce, inside 
Canada and out. Lumber and other important 
products were drugs on the market, and no one 
was investing money in developing mineral 
deposits. 

Which, of course, only pushes the enquiry 
back a step. Why did the dormant demand for 
these things come to life? And how is it that 
would-be buyers who couldn't buy in 1933 are 
able to buy now in such prodigious quantities? 

The immediately important thing is that buy- 
ing has been resumed after years of trade 
paralysis. But the ultimately important thing 
is how it came to be resumed. If that were 
known it might give a clue as to how another 
depression can be prevented or at least modified. 
Surely in this age of scientific enquiry it is not 
enough to just say that a thing happened. Why 
—that is the question to which intelligent people 
would like an answer, just as they demand an 
answer to the same question in respect to disease, 
crime, and other important phenomena. 

This is the economist’s second chance. He 
tried for years, without recognized success, and 
without agreeing with his fellows, to explain 
why the depression came upon the world. His 
job now is to find out why it has been receding 
for two or three years. If he can locate the 
answer to this new question it may indicate the 
answer to the former one also.

CENSORSHIP GONE WILD 

At intervals there appears further evidence 
that Germany's dictatorial rulers do not trust a 
suppressed people, and that is natural enough. 
No element of humanity submits entirely to 
government according to the whim of absolute 
rulers. Outwardly, dictators may appear secure; 
but, though it dare not become vocal, there is 
a strong feeling of resentment, and this must be 
curbed. 


Hence the censorship of any spoken or writ- 
ten views that might encourage this dumb but 
rebellious element. But censorship in Germany 
has reached its most extreme and ridiculous form 
in the banning of a collection of speeches by 
former Premier Baldwin of Britain and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt of the United States. These are 
branded as “undesira‘le literature.” 

The English-speaking section of humanity is 
fairly familiar with addresses delivered by these 
two outstanding leaders. Both are democrats; 
both speak the language of the eommon peo- 
ple. And isn't Germany full of common peo- 
ple? There's the point; and they must be kept 
down, remain voiceless. There could be no dis- 
puting, even in Germany, Earl Baldwin's state- 
ment in one address that “government, of what- 
ever kind, tends more and more to influence the 
lives of the people.” But what follows is differ- 
ent: “And if the liberty of the individual ig to be 
preserved it is vital that the individual should 
know what is going on, should form his ewn 
opinions, should give his judgment, for that is 
the foundation of orderly, democratic govern- 
ment.” 

That would be enough to ban the Baldwin 
speeches in a country where the individual does 
not count, 

It does not matter greatly to either of these 
speakers, but the banning indicates a fear that 
dominates the dictatorial mind lest some plain 
truths about the rights of ordinary people should 
seep through to a regimented and till now sub- 
missive population.—Toronto Globe and Mail. 


THE U.F.A. CONVENTION 


There has been a lot of tactical manoeuvering 
mixed up in Alberta politics recently which has 
only added to the obfuscation created by the 
famous master strategy of the Social Credit 
forces. Political parties have skirmished for 
advantageous positions, have sent out feelers 
seeking alliances only to reject or break them 
later and generally all have engaged in a new 
game, a combination of mutual back-scratching 
and mutual throat-cutting. 

In this murky mess the United Farmers of 
Alberta have occupied a prominent position. 
It, too, or its leaders have dickered and traded 
with other groups but without apparent result. 
Some time ago there were indications that the 
party, or some of its leading members, would 
line up with the People’s League-Conservative- 
MacFarland establishment to oust Mr, Aber- 
hart. But other party leaders stood out of the 
proposed arrangement. It became evident there 
was a difference of opinion, a split developing 
in the U.F.A. 

That division of opinion became apparent at 
the party convention last week during a series 
of votes to decide on political action or no 
political action and if political action then what 
kind? It seems that the men of the party were 
strongly in favor of allowing constituency locals 
to go their own way in political matters. That is 
they could line up with other organizations as 
they saw fit. But the women thought otherwise. 
They preferred to continue as an independent 
and active political organization operating on 
their own. And $0 it is. 

But two decisions on this question are in- 
teresting. One was the direct refusal to co- 
operate with the C.C.F., a decision seemingly 
concurred in by the women, and reached in spite 
of strong urgings in support of co-operation by 
William Irvine. President Gardiner considered 
that the Socialist idea had not caught on in 
Alberta and therefore it would be advisable 
not to link up with the C.C.F. 

The other interesting point was the manner 
in which a feeler for co-operation, sent out by 
the Social Credit people, was received. A few 
days before the U.F.A. convention, the Social 
Credit convention passed a resolution proposing 
a “united front” in the federal field to promote 
“economic freedom” through the “control of 
credit.” The proposal was sent to President 
Gardiner of the U.F.A. He invited the Social 
Credit people to send a speaker who would be 
willing to answer questions. And the Social 
Credit authorities replied their intention merely 
was to ascertain U.F.A. feeling. When brought 
before the U.F.A. convention the proposal was 
greeted with gusts of derisive laughter. That 
expressed the feelings of the members. 

There was some expectation that at this con- 
vention the U.F.A. would withdraw from direct 
political action and return to the position it took 
at its start 30 years ago. The vote in favor of 
doing s0 was substantial but not a majority when 
the women’s vote was taken into consideration, 
But it seems evident that the feeling of members 
is steadily moving toward a confining of the or- 
ganization’s activities to the economic field, An- 
other year or two or another election in which 
the U.F.A. is unsuccessful probably will com- 
plete the cycle.—Saskatoon Star-Phoeniz, 


Britain's rights in Shanghai date back to 
1842, when, following the war which broke cut 
in Canton over trading rights, Hong Kong was 
ceded to her, and the “flats” along Soochow 
Creek in Shanghai turned over, together with 
concessions in three other ports, by the Treaty 
of Nanking. The American concession, now 
Hongkew, was joined with the British some 
twenty years later to form the International 
Settlement. Thus the “open city” was estab- 
lished, or what is known as extraterritorial 
rights, meaning that those living in the Settle- 
ment were beyond Chinese jurisdiction, subject 
only to the laws of their own countries. 

It was under the same treaty that Britain 
obtained assurances that inland waterways 
would be opened +to steamer navigation and 
trading privileges covering the Yangtse Valley. 
Being free of Chinese jurisdiction, the respon- 
sibility of their own protection fell to the 
“foreigners,” and each has since undertaken to 
police itg own “territory.” These rights should 
not be confused with the rights held by the 
various nations in the North China Provinces, 
which derive from the Boxer Protocol, signed in 
1902 following the anti-foreign uprising of the 
Boxers, a group of malcontents calling them- 
selves “the Fist of Kighteous Harmony.’

The cure of acme depends upon the elimina- 
tion of those excess materials in the blood stream 
which have produced the disease. This is best 
accomplished by a short fast on water and fruit 
juices, and adopting a dict free from sweet and 
Greasy foods. The juices which may be used are 
those of orange, grapefruit, tomatoes, and pine- 
apple. When fresh fruits are in season, the whole 
fruit may be substituted for the juices, if de- 
sired, using cherries, apricots, grapes, etc, The 
fruit juice regimen is to be continued for at least 
five days and during that time the patient is to 
take one plain warm water enema each day. 

Following the fruit juice schedule it is ad- 
visable to use large quantities of the non-starchy 
vegetables, both cooked and raw, especially such 
vegetables as carrots, spinach, asparagus, beets, 
string beans, artichokes, eggplant, endive, celery 
and similar foods. 

A moderate amount of meat may be taken 
daily with these vegetables in cooked and salad 
form, end stewed fruit and getalin may be used 
for dessert. Avoid principally those foods which 
are rich in fats and sugar, such as doughnuts, 
cakes, pies, pancakes, sausage, rich cheese, fried 
foods, candies and soda fountain preparations. 

It is @ good plan to avoid all sweet desserts 
and rich foods, sticking to plain simple meals. 
The drinking of severa] glasses of water daily 
is edviseble and the water drinking should be 
continued until the skin condition begins to 
clear up. 

In caring for the affected skin areas, use 
warm water and soap at least twice each day. 
The soap will help to remove the excess oil pres- 
ent on the skin surface and will also act as an 
antiseptic. At the beginning of the treatment it is 
often helpful to steam the face in order to soften 
the blackheads. This may be done by applying 
towels wrung out of hot water. After steaming 
gently, using one hot towel after another, press 
out the blackheads with the fingers, protecting 
the skin from injury by the nails by using a clean 
towel under the fingertips. An even better way 
is to purchase a comedone extractor at a drug- 
store. Follow this treatment by using alcohol on 
the skin. 

In especially stubborn cases, the affected area 
may be treated effectively by means of local 
treatment given with the ultra violet ray gener- 
ator or “lamp.” This type of treatment is 
particularly helpful when it is desired to over- 
come the unnatural condition of the skin within 
a short time. The object in this treatment is to 
produce a mild peeling of the skin. As the old 
skin peels off, the fresh new skin from under- 
neath will be exposed. Very often, the results 
secured from this treatment are most gratifying 
and a fairly rapid improvement may be secured 
in this way. 

The skin may be further stimulated by bath- 
ing the entire body each day. Jt is often a good 
plan to use the salt glow by wetting the body all 
over and then rubbing the skin with common 
salt until it glows, finishing with a cold shower 
bath. The salt should be kept away from the 
affected patches. It must not be used too often. 

It is important that the patient with acme 
take vigorous physical culture exercises each 
day to strengthen the important adbominal 
muscles. These will be of value in helping to 
overcome the tendency to constipation. Many 
patients using a combination treatment such as 
I have suggested have been able to secure ex- 
cellent results in overcoming acme. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Jeannette C. asks: "Ten days ago 
I slipped and fell and injured my coccyx, which 
has been very sore and tender. Today I noticed 
that a red spot has formed on the skin over the 
site of the injury and this is so painful that it 
feels as sore as a boil. Will you tell me what to 
do?” 

ANSWER: I have no way of knowing without 
examining you whether a boil is actually de- 
veloping or not. There is a possibility that in 
your fall you may have fractured the coccyx. In- 
stead of trying to treat the trouble yourself, the 
best plan is for you to go to your doctor and 
be examined, I suggest that it would be an ex- 
cellent idea to have an X-ray made of the coccyx 
to determine whether it has been fractured. 

QUESTION: Roderick J. writes: “My brother 
has been sick a lot this winter with colds, 
pneumonia, and indigestion. He seems to be 
mending now, but his temperature is a little be- 
low normal. Have you any advice as to this 
symptom?” 

ANSWER: As a general rule, a subnormal 
temperature is an indication of lowered vitality, 
especially when it occurs in a patient whose gen- 
eral health is poor. However, there are un- 
doubtedly many people of average health in 
whom the temperature is persistently low; some- 
times as low as 97 degrees. In fact, it has been 
estimated that in about 10 per cent of the popula- 
tion, the temperature is consistently below 98 
degrees and this includes those seemingly in fair 
health. Very often, this Jowered temperature 
persists even though the basal metabolic rate is 
normal.

Too, there were 
specific limitations on the number of troops, 
latterly fixed at 2,000 (500 for Italy, 300 for 
Russia), which maximum was not to be con- 
centrated at one point. 

That Japan has paid little attention to the 
terms of the protocol is not for dispute, But, 
whether she did or didn't, it is fairly clear that 
defense of her nationals did not require war on 
the scale in which she is now engaged, But, 
that apart, whatever her excuses or the justifi- 
cation for the war, it does not eliminate the 
.vights of others. The International Settlement 
is British and United States territory, and just 
as much to be defended, even should she con- 
quer all China, as Gibraltar or the Virgin 
Islands.—-Tor unto Globe and Mail.

The reason for this is that Adams is the supervising steward 
of the Prairie Thoroughbred Breeders’ and Racing Association and, as 
such, is charged with seeing that the work of the presiding steward at 
each meet is properly done and that penalties imposed by them are carried 
out. 


To save a comparatively paltry sum, exhibition associations and 
jockey clubs have been using Adams, against his will, as their own 
Presiding steward. The result is that he is placed in the position of 
serving two masters and being the censor and final court of appeal 
for his own actions,
